THK U. S. SENATE AND CANADIAN 

The United States Senate during (he 
Va'catioh of Congress intends to enter up- 
on an investigation uf the general rela- 
tions of Canada tu tlie United States with 
a view of di.scmoring whether it is within 
tlio power of the United St.itea Uovern- 
ment to enact any laws which will phice 
the Canadian railways even indirectly un- 
der the provisions of the Intoratjite C'oin- 
'merce Act, and prevent them froiia going 
inki compotition /witli 'the. American 
trunk lines, and -to out rates. Senator 
Hoar's andlSenatp^,€iilt(iiii|«| irecent reso- 
lutions have the i^aine end lit view. Tlie 
former's calls for ^ committee qf seven 
senators to inquire into tlie subject dur 
ingthe recesa; the hitter's directs the In 
teratato Comnicroe UoiniinaaioM to iu'iiiirt 
into one branch of the same subject, no 
tably tho fact whether the I'nited States 
can C(.!itrol the logical results of the sale 
t<j the Canadian I'aciHc of the Minneapo- 
lis, Sault Ste. Mario it Atliuitic and iJii 
luth. South Shore & Atlantic railways, 
and:the.conaequent coutidl by the Can 
' adiah Pacific of the only bridge over tlie 
St. Mary's rivor. There is said to be u 
very earaest opposition iii'Cohgress to the 
present attitude of the Canadian roads, 
especially in view of the particular advan- 
tages which th'jy seem to derive from tho 
Interstate Commerce law, and tliooppnr- 
tunitieu wliicli that law oHers them to cut 
rates without much fear of rctalial;ion on 
tliu part of the American roads. The at- 
tention of the iiiterstato Commerce Com- 
mission was called l.o tliis subji^ct early 
in the session, and Ihcy considined it in 
connection with thu amendineiil;a recent 
ly reported to tho Interstate law,' but it 
was not found possible at t|ie,tiino.to sug- 
gest any remedy for tho luxistingi condi- 
tions, and there was not time' to "give tho 
legal and pr.ictioal aspects of it much con 
sidoration. It was tlio intent at that time 
to ask for further authority to :e;(amil)u 
jiito tho subject, and tho resolution of 
Senator Ciilloni was inti'odiiced in accord- 
ance with that decision. 'I'lie Coiiimis- 
siun has sought, l/ut has tliua far been 
able to receive no practical Hugi^eation 
from railroad men wliich could be put in 
operation without violating constitutional 
or international law. The two investiga- 
tions, which will undoubtedly be ordered 
and which will conduct their inquiries 
along difi'erent lines, will very possibly 
propose something tangible next winter.

Mr. Brereton, ..Co.mmluloner of the Uuko of 
Sutharlanil, Is Here - Skieklug Informa- 
tion on the Advantaeei of B. U. 

; i^MS-. I^'MiitIund'BteWtdn; coi.iinisii<ui- 
eiLfoctheLPuke of, Siitherland, who has 
aa estate of 1,500,000 r.cres in the High 
lands of Scothmd, arrived in Victoriii over 
thu 0, P, U, on Sunday night. Mr. 
Itrereton visited this province in J87J, 
and atatca that ho is surprised to find su 
little cliMige since then, and regrets that 
tliere is not a bettor fund: i of iufonuatiun 
furthuoining with regard to the feasibility 
of estitblujhm|{'ilsllernibA 'on the sua coasts 
of VancoiiyerVBud Queen Oliarlotte,. Is- 
lands. Oil the Duke of Sutherland's 
estate are 20,00(3 Crofters, and they have 
increased at such a rate as to render it 
iniporativo that the cou<;estioii existing bo 
ronuivcd by tlic! iniuiigrafioii ol a portion 
of tlie iiopulatioii. i\lr. Ale.x. Hogg, who 
made a proposiliiui to the provincial and 
imperial govurnuients to place a number 
of Crofter families on lunds in this pro- 
vince, approached his grace oii the mat- 
ter,- But th^ \et.^^v thoulght that the sclieino 
was not suBicienfly feasible' to' tlilte any 
action upon it. lie first re((uired tube 
assured that ikj failure would result. 

Mr. lireretoii's luisaion to this province 
is for the purpose of (jbtainiiig 
the reipiisite information as represen- 
tative of the Duke of Suthorhmd, and 
with that object in' view will go north on 
the Altiska steamer and will visit' Queen 
Charlotte .Islands ^audjothei; {loints lous- 
cert.'iiii their'advuntagesosiisliing stalions 
f(U' tlio Crofters. If it is denuuistrated 
that the fisheries will funrnish profitable 
employ ineut to thu Crofters, anil that 
they can secure nmrkots for their fish 
when caught, it is very prObable that the 
Duke of Sutherland and bihers will inter- 
eat themselves in the matter and e(|ui|i 
and send out a, nunil^er, of families to test 
the plan, if tliey prove successful a large 
intlux of Usherineii will follow. 

Mr. Hrereton ilcscribi's the Crofters as 
a hardy, industrious r.-ice, who unfortu- 
nately for themselves have inuitiplieil at 
an extraordinary rate. They would be 
glad to secure small holdings of land, 
suitable. fpr^their'fishing trade, and would 
bo enable'd' to erect their own houses. 
They do not, however, uiKleratand the 
oleaiing of tiinlieied land, and woulil be 
heliiless if located on such, so that it will 
bo necessary to discover laud tbat would 
be suitable.

Mr. Brereton on liis return from the 
north will reuiaiii in Victoria for some 
time, and before leaving for Scotland tvill 
decide upon aoiue definite plan in connec- 
tion with bringing out the Crofters to the 
jirovince, provideil he docs not conie to 
the decisiim th.'it .'iiiy sclieine is impracti- 
cable where this province is coacernud.
